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This is a decision on the "Petition for Revival of an 
Application Abandoned Unintentionally under 37 CFR 1.137(b)," 
filed April 18, 2005. 

The petition under § 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file drawings within the period of three (3) months from the 
mailing date, October 22, 2003, of the Notice of Allowability. 
No extensions of time are permitted for transmitting such 
drawings. Accordingly, the above-identified application became 
abandoned on January 23, 2004.
